Dulin declared that he believed the 
police chief was not a fit man for the 
office.

"When I was a. boy every farmer 


had strings of pumpkin, squash, dried 
apples, peaches, sweet/corn, and many 
other fruits and vegetables which were 
laid away for future use *nd served 
when fresh vegetables were not to be 
had. Modern transportation brings us 
tomatoes, lettuce, radishes, onions, etc., 
every month of the year from the 
south, and city people have formed the 
habit of eating'fresh vegetables in and 
out oi! season. But, In this war, lack 
of cars and the necessity of conserv- 
ing our grains for shipping to the 
Allies make it Imperative that we save

erery ounce of available food possible. 


"It IB a very simple matter to dry 


fruits, berries and vegetables. "We are 
now advocating that after these vege- 
tables are dried that they be ground 
In a hand-mill and put away In meal

the_wlnter and spring for boups. ome- 
let«, casserole dishes. Iamb stews, and 
as flavoring for an infinite number of 
savory dishes. We are, in our experi- 
mental department, making meals of 
parsley, turnips, cabbages, onions, car- 
rots, peas, soy beans, parsnips, toma- 
toes and kohlrabi with entire success. 


"Potato flour is one of the most use- 


ful of all the common desiccated vege- 
tables. 
It should be made in large 


quantities by utilizing the small pota- 
toes. Containing as It does, all of the 
food elements In this valuable tuber, 
25 to 30 per-cent of it may be included 
with,'wheat flour, making a white, 
wholesome bread which has flavor and 
keepipg qualities second to none.
